Member-  The  number  of  Members  under  the  Scheme 
ship,  this  year  is  2353,  and  of  thes<*  110  have  been 
admitted.  Eleven  Patients  have  been  treated 
in  the  Private  Ward  and  11  Non-Members  in 
the  General  Wards.  There  is  a  slight  increase 
of  £56  13s.  lid.  in  Members'  Subscriptions 
and  Fees  to  be  recorded.  Donations  and  Non- 
Members’  Subscriptions  are  up  by  nearly  £100, 
including  £28  15s.  lid.  from  the  Collecting 
Boxes.  The  Committee  view  this  increase 
with  much  satisfaction  and  sincerely  hope  it 
will  be  maintained.

On  January  1st,  1926,  nine  patients,  admit¬ 
ted  in  1925,  were  still  in  Hospital,  and  five 
patients  remained  in  Hospital  on  the  31st 
December,  1926.  The  number  of  patients 
admitted  during  the  year  was  151,  eleven  of 
these  to  the  Private  Wards  : — Males,  68  ; 
Females,  83. 

The  cases  may  be  divided  into  37  medical, 
106  surgical,  8  gynascological. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  Operations  were 
performed  under  a  general  anaesthetic — 46  of 
these  were  major  operations  and  67  were 
minor. 

Nine  Casualties  were  admitted  during  the 
year. 

Three  deaths  occurred,  two  of  the  cases 
being  moribund  on  admission. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  Radiographs  were 
taken  of  67  patients,  besides  screen  examin¬ 
ations. 

Eight  patients  received  massage  treatment. 
The  cost  per  patient  per  week  is  £2  19s.  5d. 

The  warm  thanks  of  the  Committee  and  of  all 
those  interested  in  the  Hospital  are  due  to 
the  Hon.  Consultants  and  Hon.  Medical  Staff 
for  the  skill  and  attention  voluntarily  given 
to  the  patients  during  a  busy  year. 

In  January,  Dr.  Walker  Wood,  of  Tunbridge 
Wells,  kindly  consented  to  become  an  Hon. 
Consultant  for  Nose,  Throat  and  Ear,  and 
that  his  services  to  the  Hospital  are  greatly 
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needed  is  shewn  by  the  fact  that  he  has  already 
performed  no  less  than  38  operations  for  Ton¬ 
sils  and  Adenoids,  besides  other  operations  for 
the  nose,  throat  and  ear. 

In  June,  Mr.  Gaymer  Jones,  who  was  taking 
up  an  appointment  in  Windsor,  tendered  his 
resignation,  which  the  Committee  received 
with  regret.  They  were  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  Mr.  Grant  Massie,  M  S.,  F.R.C.S. 
in  his  place. 

Dr.  Pennell.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  in  the  Spring 
the  Committee  received  Dr.  G.  II.  Pennell’s 
resignation  on  retiring  from  practice.  I)r. 
Pennell  was  one  of  the  original  promoters  of 
the  scheme  to  provide  a  Cottage  Hospital  for 
the  neighbourhood,  and  from  its  inception 
gave  ungrudgingly  of  his  time  and  skill  to 
make  it  a  success,  and  the  Committee  take 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  publicly  their 
deep  appreciation  of  his  valued  services. 

Dr.  Chartres,  who  took  over  Dr.  Pennell's 
practice,  consented  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  the 
Committee  welcome  him  and  his  keen  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital. 

Nursing  and  The  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff  under  the 
Domestic  able  administration  of  the  Matron,  have  done 
Staff.  excellent  work,  which  is  fully  appreciated  by 
the  Committee. 

Operating  A  very  valuable  addition  to  the  equipment  of 
Theatre  the  Hospital  is  an  Operating  Table,  kindly 
Equipment,  presented  by  Miss  Winch  in  memory  of  her 
brother,  Mr.  R.  B.  Winch,  who  was  for  some 
time  our  most  valued  first  Hon.  Secretary. 

A  further  welcome  gift  is  a  rubber  mattress 
for  use  on  the  new  table,  together  with  other 
accessories,  which  were  generously  given  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mowbray  Charrington. 


House  The  Committee  regret  that  Mr.  Walmsley 
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Committee,  found  it  was  impossible  to  continue  as  a 
member  of  the  House  Committee,  where  his 
ready  help  and  sound  advice  had  been  of  so 
much  service,  but  they  are  glad  to  feel  that 
they  still  have  his  support  as  a  Member  of  the 
General  Committee. 

Death  of  T1  19  Committee  report  with  great  regret  the 

Mr.  Allwork,  death  of  Mr.  Allwork,  who  had  served  the 
Hospital  since  February  1921,  and  whose 
arduous  work  of  supervising  and  auditing  the 
Collector’s  accounts  has  been  of  the  greatest 
possible  assistance.  Miss  Allwork  has  kindly 
consented  to  carry  on  this  work,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  very  grateful  to  her. 

Collector.  In  February,  Miss  Austen,  who  had  acted  as 
Collector  since  1st  April,  1921,  and  done  much 
good  work,  tendered  her  resignation,  as  she 
was  leaving  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  Mr.  Webb,  who  is  carrying 
on  his  duties  to  their  satisfaction. 

Vegetable  The  weekly  vegetable  collection  organised  so 

Collection,  ably  by  Miss  Laurence,  of  “  Walesbv,”  Eden- 
bridge,  not  only  has  the  effect  of  lessening  the 
wreekly  accounts,  but  also  gives  a  welcome 
variation  in  diet.  Additional  promises  of 
hampers  are  always  welcome. 

Pound  Day.  The  Committee  for  the  second  time  arranged 
that  Pound  Day  should  be  held  in  July,  hoping 
thereby  to  receive  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  gifts,  but  as  these  expectations  were  not 
fulfilled,  they  propose  to  revert  to  the  original 
plan  of  holding  Pound  Day  at  a  date  as  near 
as  possible  to  the  anniversary  of  the  opening 
of  the  Hospital  in  the  month  of  October. 

To  all  those  who  year  by  year  continue  their 
generous  support  on  this  day  the  Committee 
offer  their  sincere  thanks. 
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Queen  This  Collection  was  again  arranged  locally 
Alexandra  and  the  hope  expressed  that  the  sum  collected 
Rose  Day.  last  year  would  be  again  forthcoming,  was 
more  than  fulfilled.  The  Collectors  worked 
very  enthusiastically  and  as  a  result  of  their 
labours  £35  2s.  8d.  was  paid  into  the  Hos¬ 
pital  Account.  The  Committee  congratulate 
all  those  concerned  on  the  success  of  their 
efforts,  which  they  trust  will  be  renewed  with 
equal  zeal  next  year.

Conditions  as  to  Admission  of  Patients. 


1.  Persons  who  subscribe  as  below  shall  be  entitled 
to  treatment  as  under  : 

A.  For  weekly  or  daily  wage  earners — 

Twopence  a  week  for  each  adult  over  16. 

One  penny  a  week  for  each  child  under  16. 

With  a  maximum  of  eightpence  a  week  for 
each  family. 

B.  For  all  other  persons — 

Ten  shillings  and  sixpence  per  annum  for  each 
adult  over  10. 

Seven  shillings  and  sixpence  per  annum  for 
each  child  under  1G. 

C.  For  persons  who  subscribe— 

One  Guinea  per  annum  for  each  adult  over  1G. 

Ten  shillings  and  sixpence  per  annum  for  each 
child  under  1G. 

The  word  “  Family  "  shall  be  held  to  mean  a  parent 
or  parents  and  all  children  under  16. 

2.  For  these  subscriptions  Subscribers  will  be  en¬ 
titled  to  full  hospital  treatment  for  themselves  and 
members  of  their  families  subscribed  for,  when  and  so 
long  as  considered  necessary  by  the  Medical  staff,  such 
treatment  to  include  board,  nursing,  drugs  and  dressings 
for  A  and  B  class,  but  not  drugs  and  dressings  for  Class  O, 
for  such  period  not  exceeding  two  months  in  one  year  as 
the  medical  staff  shall  consider  necessary. 
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Patients  will  be  attended  by  such  member  of  the 
visiting  medical  staff  as  they  may  select. 

3.  Patients  under  Classes  A  and  B  can  have  the  use 
of  the  Private  Ward  when  available  on  the  payment  of 
an  extra  weekly  fee,  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  committee.  In  such  case  patients  under  Classes  A 
and  B  will  have  to  pay  fees  for  medical  attendance  and 
Consultant’s  fees. 

Patients  under  Class  C  can  have  use  of  the  Private 
Ward  when  available  without  extra  weekly  charge,  but 
will  have  to  pay  for  medical  attendance,  drugs,  dressings 
and  Consultant’s  Fees. 

4.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  certain 
London  Consultant’s  to  act  as  Honorary  Consultants,  so 
that  in  grave  cases  the  best  medical  and  surgical  skill  is 
available,  whose  services  will  be  free  for  patients  in  a 
General  Ward,  but  not  for  patients  in  a  “  Private  Ward.” 

5.  A  fee  will  be  charged  for  use  of  the  X-Ray 
Installation. 

6.  No  subscriber  under  Class  A  who  has  not  paid 
subscriptions  for  the  26  weeks  prior  to  his  application 
for  admission,  and  no  subscriber  under  Class  B  or  C  who 
shall  not  have  commenced  subscribing  more  than  six 
months  prior  to  his  application  for  admission  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  under  this  scheme. 

7.  Non-subscribers  will  be  admitted  only  if  there 
are  beds  available  and  not  required  by  subscribers,  on  a 
payment  varying  from  10/6  to  £7  7s.  Od.  a  week,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  position  and  means  of  the  applicant  as  the 
committee  may  determine,  but  the  committee  have  the 
power  under  the  rules  to  reduce  or  remit  such  payments 
in  any  case  as  they  think  fit. 
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8.  Patients  suffering  from  a  disease  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  staff  is  incurable  will  not  be 
admitted  and  infectious,  mental  and  maternity  cases  afe 
also  not  admissible. 

9.  This  scheme  shall  hold  good  until  the  1st  January 
1922,  and  thereafter  until  (if  necessary)  modified  by  a 
General  Meeting.  These  conditions  as  to  admission  shall 
apply  to  all  subscribing  after  the  1st  January,  1921.  Those 
who  have  subscribed  under  the  previous  provisional 
Scheme  shall  continue  under  the  provisions  of  that  Scheme 
until  12  months  from  the  date  of  their  subscription. 

DOMESTIC  SERVANTS. 

Any  person  employing  a  domestic  servant  or  servants, 
by  subscription  under  Clause  A  of  the  Scheme  for  such 
servant  or  the  total  number  of  such  servants  shall  entitle 
such  servant  or  servants  to  the  benefits  conferred  on  persons 
insuring  under  Clause  A  of  the  Scheme,  but  in  the  event 
of  an  employer  desiring  to  subscribe  for  a  less  number  of 
servants  than  the  total  number  in  his  employment,  then 
he  shall  give  the  names  of  such  of  his  servants  as  he 
desires  to  benefit. 
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
